cannot be verified for lack of comparabla information, It 

is not known 1f parachute units actually participated in 

army maneuvers in KOENLGSERURCK anc QHRIEUP as stated in the 
report. The air transport resinent wus repeatecly observed in 
connection with shipments of army units, esnecilally to the 
ERLURT-BINDERSLEBEN airfield. Parachute jump ing was observed 
once over ELEURT-BiNLLESLEBLY in June 1949, but the location 
of the paratroopers was: unknown.
